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GELATIN  PROSECUTIONS 


A  Question  of  Arsenic  Content 

At  Eccles  police  court  on  January  26  Thomas 
Hassall,  Ltd.,  Ducie  Street,  Victoria, 
Manchester,  and  O.  Murray  &•  Go.,  Ltd., 
Mark  Lane,  London,  were  summoned  for 
seUing  gelatin  not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality  demanded,  the  latter  firm  being 
summoned  as  suppliers  by  Messrs.  Hassall. 
Both  defendants  pleaded  not  guilty.  For 
the  Manchester  defendants  it  was  claimed 
that  if  there  were  any  guilt  it  did  not  apply 
to  them.  They  ordered  certain  goods,  and 
in  good  faith  sold  them  to  a  retailer. 
The  corporation  solicitor  explained  that  a 
retailer  was  the  immediate  seller  of  the 
•gelatin,  but  was  regarded  as  innocent,  and 
proceedings  were  taken  against  Messrs. 
Hassall  as  wholesalers. 

Analysts',  Views 

The  borough  analyst  reported  that  the 
constituents  of  the  sample  included  arsen- 
ious  oxide,  five  parts  per  million.  He 
expressed  the  opinion  that  genuine  gelatin 
contained  not  more  than  1-4  parts  per 
million  of  arsenic.  That  opinion  was  based 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Royal  Com- 
mission on  Arsenical  Poisoning,  1903. 
Cross-examined,  he  said  there  was  no  law 
about  this.  The  defence  stated  that  the 
gelatin  had  been  analysed  by  a  Manchester 
analyst,  who  put  the  arsenic  content  at  less 
than  four  parts  per  million,  and  claimed 
the  sample  conformed  to  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  Regulations.  The  chairman 
announced  that  Thomas  Hassall,  Ltd., 
would  be  dismissed  from  the  case.  Mr.  J.  S. 
Hogg,  for  Messrs.  Murray,  said  he  had  two 
lines  of  defence.  The  first  was  regarding  the 
arsenical  content.  He  submitted  it  was  a 
physical  impossibility  either  to  weigh  or 
to  measure  the  quantity  of  arsenic  to  be 
found  in  such  a  small  sample  as  2  oz.  No 
one  had  seen  fit  to  fix  the  arsenic  content 
of  gelatin,  and  he  submitted  that  the  case 
should  never  have  been  brought. 

Date  of  First  Proceedings 

His  second  point  was  that  the  gelatin  was 
analysed  on  November  27.  According  to 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  proceedings  must 
be  commenced  within  twenty-eight,  days 
of  a  sample  being  taken,  and  the  first 
proceedings  taken  against  his  clients  were 
on  January  10.  On  that  point  alone  the 
summons  should  be  dismissed.  The  cor- 
poration solicitor  claimed  that  proceedings 
were  instituted  against  Hassall,  Ltd,, 
within    twenty-eight'  days.     The  Bench

27,  1943,  we  see  that  tincture  of  orange 
may  be  omitted  from  confection  of  sulphur, 
and  that  an  inelegant  mixture  of  concen- 
trated tincture  of  tolu  and  water  niay  be 
an  ingredient  of  official  lozenges.  It  is 
difficult  to  ujiderstand  why  the  cumbrous 
machinery  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commit- 
tee, Pharmacopoeia  Commission  and  Gen- 
eral Medical  Council  should  have  been 
set  in  motion  at  this  stage  of  the  war  for 
the  purpose  of  prescribing  such  changes. 
Are  we  to  conclude  that  the  sale  of  con- 
fection of  sulphur  had  by  last  year  risen 
so  formidably  in  pharmacies,  on  market 
stalls  and  elsewhere  as  to  render  it  impera- 
tive to  come  to  the  rescue  of  the  tincture? 
Even  if  so,  its  omission  from  the  confection 
is  merely  optional. 

Increasing  Uncertainty 

Every  instalment  of  changes  thus  decreed 
increases  the  drawbacks  to  regularity  of 
working  for  wholesalers  and  retailers  alike. 
When  receiving  the  Hanbury  medal  last 
month  (C.  D.,  January  22,  p.  97)  Sir 
Henry  Dale  said  :  "Any  pharmacopoeia  is 
bound  to  show  some  leaning  to  the  con- 
servative side  in  its  policy.  Up  to  the 
1932  issue  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  had, 
in  fact,  shown  more  than  a  leaning  in  that 
direction."  Many  of  your  readers  will 
remember  similar  remarks  from  other  dis- 
tinguished observers.  From  internal  evi- 
dence, one  cannot  help  suspecting  that 
there  has  been  some  degree  of  haste  in  the 
preparation  of  recent  B.P.  Addenda,  which 
may  be  called  non-conservative  or  anti- 
conservative  ;  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that, 
the  longer  the  war  lasts,  the  more  Addenda 
will  appear.  However  great  the  ingenuity 
of  the  authorities  in  attempting  to  dovetail 
the  publication  of  Addenda  with  "  Gazette" 
notices,  the  result,  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
involves  a  period  of  uncertainty  for  pre- 
scribers  and  dispensers — a  period  when 
they  do  not  know  exactly  "  where  they  are." 
As  one  of  your  Scottish  correspondents 
puts  it,  with  studious  moderation  (p.  135), 
"The  'art  of  dispensing'  has  become  some- 
what fogged  .  .  .  and  the  results  are  in  the 
interests  of  neither  patient  nor  pharmacist." 
We  must  in  fairness  allow  for  the  possi- 
bility that  pressure  may  have  been  brought 
to  bear  on  the  General  Medical  Council  by 
officious  amateurs,  "drest  in  a  little  brief 
authority."  That  Council,  however,  is  a 
body  of  sufficient  standing  to  say  firmly 
that  the  dismantling  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
has  gone  far  enough.

Psychological     Healing     Bequest. — The 

Court  of  Appeal,  on  February  2,  allowed 
an  appeal  by  the  Attorney- General  from  a 
decision  that  a  bequest  by  will  "to  the 
medical  profession  for  the  furtherance  of 
psychological  healing  in  accordance  with 
the  teaching  of  Jesus  Christ"  was  not  a 
good  charitable  bequest.  The  Master  of 
the  Rolls  said  that  in  his  view  the  bequest 
was  one  to  the  medical  profession  generally 
and  was  a  good  charitable  bequest. 

Grenades  at  Chemical  Works. — At  Glas- 
gow Sheriff  Court,  recently,  Terence  Mac- 
donough,  John  Thomson,  Robert  Sharpies, 
Ronald  R.  K.  Taylor,  George  Teller  and 
John  R.  W.  Kennedy,  all  of  them  youths 
of  17-19  years  of  age,  pleaded  guilty  to 
having,  on  January  7,  unlawfully  and 
maliciously  caused  an  explosion  at  premises 
of  Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd., 
Blythswood  Square,  Glasgow,  by  throwing 
hand  grenades,  causing  danger  to  members 
of  the  public  and  to  the  premises  and 
adjoining  property.  On  accused's  behalf 
it  was  stated  that  the  young  men  were 
concerned  about  the  southward  drift  of 
Scottish  industry.  They  had  formed  the 
opinion  that  the  company  whose  premises 
were  damaged  was  one  of  the  firms  res- 
ponsible for  that  drift.  Macdonough, 
Thomson,  and  Sharpies  were  sent  to  prison 
for  nine  months,  and  Taylor,  Teller  and 
Kennedy  for  eight  months.

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in 
London  on  February  i  and  2,  the  president 
(Mr.  W.  S.  Howells)  in  the  chair. 

Tuesday's  Session 

The  Council  decided  to  co-opt  Mr.  R. 
MacDonald  Murray,  Middlesbrough,  as  a 
member  of  Council  in  place  of  Mr.  B.  A. 
Williams,  iretired.  A  reply  was  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  a  letter 
from  the  Society  drawing  attention  to  an 
example  of  the  undesirable  practice  of 
distributing  free  samples  of  medicines 
under  cover  of  other  medicines.  The  matter 
has  been  communicated  to  the  Ministry  of 
Supply 

Minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  national  pharmaceutical  service 
held  on  January  5  were  received.  A  pro- 
posed deputation  to  the  new  Minister  of 
Health  and  defects  of  the  present  N.H.I, 
system  Wicre  among  the  matters  dealt  with. 
The  President  reported  that  Mr.  Herbert 
Froude  (chief  clerk  and  office  manager  of 
the  Society)  had  completed  fifty  years  of 
service.  The  Council  passed  the  following 
resolution — 

On  the  occasion  of  the  completion  by  Herbert 
Froude  of  fifty  years  as  a  member'of  the  Society's 
staff  the  Council  desire  to  place  on  record  their 
deep  appreciation  of  his  services  and  to  testify 
to  their  high  personal  regard  for  one  who  for  so 
many  years  has  been  a  loyal  and  devoted  servant 
of  the  Society  and  whom  members  of  Council 
come  to  know  as  a  friend.  Herbert  Froude 
joined  the  Society's  staff  on  January  29,  1894, 
and  for  years  has  been  chief  clerk  and  office 
manager,  in  which  capacity  he  has  become 
known  to  and  respected  by  many  members  of 
the  Society.  At  all  times  the  interests  of  the 
Society  have  been  his  first  consideration,  and 
the  Society  owes  much  to  his  knowledge  and 
experience  of  its  affairs  and  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  he  has  carried  out  his  duties. 

Scholarships  for  Chinese  Students

Registrar's  Report  for  1943 

Items  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the

The  effects  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  on  the  incidence  of  accidental  or  suicidal 
poisoning  were  not  ascertainable;  it  had  been 
noted  from  Press  reports  that  deaths  caused  by 
widely  used  drugs  continued  to  occur.  An 
increase  in  the  number  of  drug  stores  was  to  be 


noted.  During  the  year  the  Council  had  dra\ 
the  attention  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  f 
sale  of  substitutes  for  widely  used  medic" 
in  which  one  or  more  of  the  ingredients,  b^ii 
statutory  poisons,  had  been  omitted  (e.| 
compound  syrup  of  hypophosphites).  T 
Society's  law  department  and  its  inspectc 
had  examined  2,763  newspapers,  periodica 
etc.,  during  the  year  in  the  course  of  the  e 
forcement  of  Sections  8  and  9  of  the  Pharmai 
and  Medicines  Act,  1941 ;  a  number  of  infring 
ments  had  been  brought  before  the  Court 
Examination  of  newspaper  advertising  suggest( 
that  the  extent  of  proprietary  medicine  pu 
licity  was  checked  only  by  shortage  of  newsprii 
and  restrained  only  to  the  extent  of  the  pr 
hibitions  in  Section  8  of  the  Pharmacy  ai 
Medicines  Act,  1941.  In  spite  of  war  conditior 
new  preparations  continued  to  appear.  Tl 
restriction  on  the  sale  of  substances  recoi 
mended  as  a  medicine  and  sold  under  a  B. 
or  B.P.C.  description  appeared  to  have  had  tl 
effect  of  bringing  on  to  the  market  a  range 
substances  sold  under  proprietary  designation 
These  preparations  were  outside  the  benefici 
control  of  the  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  in  th 
respect  the  effect  of  the  Section  had  been  retrt 
grade.  The  interpretation  of  the  definitions 
"substance  recommended  as  a  medicine"  an 
"proprietary  designation"  were  matters  0 
which  judicial  opinion  was  being  secured. 


NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  in  London  on 
January  25,  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  in  the  chair.

Pharmacists'  Sugar  and  Overalls 

Representations  had  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  said  the  secretary,  urging 
an  additional  allocation  of  sugar  to  phar- 
macists to  meet  extra  demands  arising  out 
of  the  recent  influenza  epidemic.  As  a 
result,  the  Ministry  had  authorised  the 
issue  of  supplementary  permits  for  25  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  originally  allowed  to 
chemists  for  the  eight-week  rationing 
period  ended  January  8.  Renewed  repre- 
sentations that  chemists  should  participate 
in  the  allocation  of  coupons  for  the  purchase 
of  overalls  by  workers  had  been  rejected  by 
the  Board  of  Trade ;  it  was  resolved  to  ask 
the  Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail 
Pharmacy  to  make  further  representations.

War  Formulary 

The  Chairman  reported  on  the  second 
edition  of  the  National  War  Formulary, 
and  explained  the  reason  for  delay  in 
publication.  Complications  in  connexion 
with  the  introduction  of  the  N.W.F.  on 
February  i  had  been  created  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission's  decision,  an- 
nounced only  on  January  21,  to  extend  to 
August  I,  1944,  the  period  during  which  the 
ointment  formulas  in  the  Sixth  Addendum 
to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  those  in 
force  before  it  was  issued,  would  remain 
concurrently  official.  In  view  of  these 
complications  the  Ministry  of  Health  had 
endeavoured  to  clarify  the  position  by 
stating  specifically  what  interpretation  it 
was  intended  to  place  on  N.H.I,  prescrip- 
tions for  ointments.  It  was  resolved  to 
inform  the  Ministry  that  the  Central  N.H.I. 
Committee  regretted  the  Formulary  Com- 
mittee had  not  seen  fit,  in  view  of  the 
postponement  of  operation  of  the  Sixth 
Addendum,  to  suspend  operation  of  the 
new  edition  of  the  N.W.F. ,  so  far  as  those 
ointments  affected  by  the  Addendum  were 
concerned.  The  secretary  was  also  in- 
structed to  send  a  circular  to  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  setting  out  the  Ministry's 
interpretation. 

The  committee  considered  forty-two 
suggestions  submitted  by  fifty-three  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  whereby  improve- 
ments in  the  existing  N.H.I,  service  might 
be  effected  in  the  interests  of  insured 
persons ;  nineteen  were  approved  and 
referred  to  the  joint  committee  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  It  was  resolved  to 
approach  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  secure  a 
further  increase  in  the  allocation  of  sugar 
for  pharmaceutical  use. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association 

Settlements  of  claims  approved  by  the 
directors  of  the  CD. A.  included  payments 
of  ^54  for  damages  resulting  from  the- 
application  of  ammonia  to  a  sting;  £26  for 
injuries  following  a  fall  on  a  member's 
premises ;  and  £10  for  damage  to  bedding 
from  supply  of  a  grade  of  naphthalene 
unsuitable  for  use  as  a  moth  deterrent. 
The  successful  defence  of  two  members, 
involved  in  proceedings  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  was  reported;  a  lighting 
summons  against  a  member  had  been 
dismissed  on  payment  of  costs.  In  each  of 
two  cases  under  the  Goods  and  Services 
(Price  Control)  Acts  fines  of  £300  had  been 
imposed,  and  the  defendants  ordered  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  prosecution.  .

Viewed  from  the  angle  of  the  Council 
ctions  the  Council's  action  may  not  be 


considered  quite  so  satisfactory,  for  Mr. 
Murray  was  standing  as  a  candidate  and  his 
name  appears  on  all  voting  papers.  The 
sequence  of  events  was  as  follows :  All 
voting  papers  were  dispatched  to  members 
of  the  Society  not  later  than  February  i ; 
Mr.  Murray  was  co-opted  a  member  of  the 
Council  on  that  date.  Doubtless,  in  the 
meantime,  many  ballot  papers  have  been  re- 
turned with  votes  for  Mr.  Murray.  As  these 
votes  are  wasted  all  the  members  concerned, 
who  obviously  favour  employee  candidates, 
lose  their  full  right  to  support  seven  "live" 
candidates.  Some  members  may  have  been 
so  enthusiastic  in  support  of  Mr.  Murray 
that  they  "plumped"  for  him  and  returned 
their  voting  paper  with  one  vote  only  re- 
corded. In  such  cases  their  recorded  views 
will  have  no  influence  in  the  election  as  it 
now  stands,  although,  had  they  known  of 
Mr.  Murray's  co-optation,  they  would 
certainly  have  made  an  alternative  choice. 

The  news  of  the  co-optation  was  not  re- 
leased to  us  till  late  on  Thursday,  February 
3.  Had  the  matter  been  referred  to  at  the 
"public  business"  session  of  the  Council 
meeting  held  on  Wednesday,  February  2, 
at  which  we  were  editorially  represented,  we 
should  have  published  this  important 
election  item  in  last  week's  issue  and 
perhaps  thus  saved  the  wastage  of  a 
number  of  votes.  We  do  not  pretend  to 
understand  why  the  co-optation  of  a  mem- 
ber to  Council  should  be  treated  as  "con- 
fidential," and  the  news  withheld  from  the 
Press  for  about  forty-eight  hours.  In  our 
opinion  it  was  essential  in  the  interests  of 
everyone  concerned  that  this  information 
should  have  been  made  known  to  the  Press 
as  early  as  possible. 

More    Pay  as  You  Earn  " 

The  principle  of  "pa^^  as  you  earn"  is  now 
extended  to  the  income  tax  of  about  one- 
and-a-half  million  higher  salaried  workers 
by  means  of  the  Income  Tax  (Offices  and 
Employments)  BiU.  The  Bill,  which  is 
stated  to  have  created  a  favourable  impres- 
sion in  Westminster,  supplements  the 
Income  Tax  (Employments)  Act,  1943 
(C.  6-  D.,  October  2,  1943,  p.  337),  under 
which  the  "pay  as  you  earn"  system  was 
applied  to  all  weekly  wages  and  salaries  not 
exceeding  ;^6oo  per  annum. 
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Payments  in  Arrear 

It  is  provided  in  the  Bill  that  in  instances 
where  payments  are  made  after  April  5, 
1944,  when  "pay  as  your  earn"  commences, 
tax  will  be  deductible  under  the  new 
scheme,  irrespective  of  the  period  in  which 
the  income  in  question  was  earned.  Where 
a  payment  for  one  year  is  made  in  arrear 
so  that  it  is  actually  made  in  the  following- 
year,  tax  will  be  deducted  as  if  the  payment 
related  to  the  year  in  which  it  was  actually 
paid,  but  for  purposes  of  assessment  the 
payment  will  be  thrown  back  if  necessary 
to  the  year  in  which  it  was  earned  and  any 
consequential  adjustment  of  liability  made. 

Under  the  Income  Tax  (Employments) 
Act,  1943,  provision  was  made  for  the 
discharge  of  outstanding  tax  on  the  intro- 
duction of  "pay  as  you  earn,"  but  this 
provision  applied  only  to  wage  earners  who 
were  subject  to  deduction  of  tax  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Finance  Act,  1940.  In 
those  instances  where  tax  for  any  income 
tax  year  is  not  deducted  in  that  particular 
year,  but  is  spread  over  the  following  year, 
so  that  there  would  fall  to  be  collected  as 
from  the  beginning  of  1944-45  both  the 
tax  deductible  under  "pay  as  you  earn" 
and  the  balance  of  tax  outstanding,  that 
balance  is  discharged  by  Clause  4  of  the 
Bill  under  the  same  conditions  as  in  the 
case  of  the  lower  wage  or  salary  earner. 

Preventing  Tax  Avoidance 

Clause  8  of  the  Bill  is  designed  to  prevent 
the  possibility  of  tax  avoidance.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  in  cases  where  the  preced- 
ing year  basis  of  assessment  applies,  the 
actual  income  for  1943-44  or  any  previous 
year  is  increased  by  additional  remuneration 
after  September  20,  1943  (the  date  imme- 
diately before  the  first  announcement  of 
"pay  as  you  earn")  or  by  a  change  in  the 
conditions  of  service  after  that  date,  the 
amount  of  the  increase  will  be  added  to  the 
1943-44  assessment,  but  will  not  rank  for 
discharge.  In  cases,  however,  where  pay 
has  been  increased  for  "ordinary"  reasons, 
full  discharge  will  be  given.  The  clause 
is  intended  to  preserve  freedom  of  action 
on  the  part  of  the  tax  authorities  where 
increases  in  earnings  subsequent  to  Sep- 
tember '20,  1943,  indicate  that  some 
attempt  has  been  made  at  tax  evasion.

The  year  1944  will 
be  a  .  momentous 
one  in  military, 
political  and  phar- 
maceutical circles. 
It  will  also  be  a 
year  fraught  with 
grave  dangers.  Never  was  experience  more 
necessary  to  lead  in  all  these  spheres.  After 
one  hundred  years  of  its  existence,  phar- 
macy is' confronted  (as  in  191 1)  with  the 
inception  of  a  National  Health  Insurance 
project,  but  this  time  on  a  vaster  scale, 
and  of  such  far-reaching  consequences  that 
members  of  the  Society  would  do  well  to 
ponder  deeply  over  the  problem  as  to  whom 
the  task  of  leading  the  craft  should  be 
entrusted  to.  The  present  Council  has  con- 
ducted the  preliminary  negotiations  and  on 
this  must  be  built  a  structure  that  will 
ensure  a  comprehensive  pharmaceutical 
service  of  a  professional  standard,  with 
compensatory  remuneration  to  maintain 
that  standard.  I  believe  that  can  be  done. 
The  Council,  however,  is  losing  two  valuable 
members  and  it  is  to  fill  one  of  those

Sir, — We  note  with  interest  your  article 
on  the  use  of  strychnine  for  destroying  rats 
(C.  &  D.,  January  22,  p.  94).  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  these  vermin  carry  baits  from 
where  they  are  laid,  strychnine  is  a  most 
dangerous  poison  to  be  used,  owing  to  the 
possibility  of  human  beings  and  animals 
being  able  to  cojitact  with  same.  Whilst 
the  majority  of  substances  used  by  manu- 
facturers of  vermicides  are  poisonous  in 
bulk,  there  are  certain  proprietary  pro- 
ducts on  the  market, '  including  our  own, 
where  the  toxicity  is  controlled  ;  with  these, 
the  danger  is  reduced  to  a  minimum.  As 
such  products  are  sold  by  chemists  and 
as  manufacturers  have  the  support  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food  for  the  supply  of  all  raw 
materials,  we  consider  it  is  not  necessary 
to  revert  to  a  most  dangerous  poison.
